Byrd Mill Road once again topic of conversation

New Brockton's City Council 
meeting seemed headed for a rapid 
and successful conclusion Monday 
evening but a muddy road got in the 
way. After the councilmen had taken 
a vote to adjourn the meeting, a 
group of citizens (4) asked to ad 
dress the council. 

The group identified themselves 
as residents of Byrd Mill Road and 
they stated to the councilmen that 
they had a problem and were re 
questing their assistance in solving 
it 

They stated that after the heavy 
rainfall over the weekend, Byrd Mill 
Road was impassable and that a farm 
tractor was the only means by which 
the dirt road could be traveled 

Mayor Jim Driskell related to the 
residents that they, the councilmen, 
were well aware of the problems on 
Byrd Mill Road and explained to the 
group steps that have been taken by 
the city to improve the road. 


The Coffee County Highway De 
partment, prior to the flood in March 
of 1990, had agreed to assist the city 
in making Byrd Mill Road an “all 
weather road". He stated to the 
group that the flood had caused the 
project to be set aside because 
county roads had suffered extensive 
damage during the flood. Naturally, 
county crews’ first priority is to the 
repair of these flood damaged roads, 
Byrd Mill Road is a city street and is 
the city's responsibility. 

The residents were understanding 
in the problems facing the county 
and the city fathers but they ex- 
pressed their concern for the safety 
of the residents traveling the road. 
They asked if temporary measures 
could be taken to make the road 
"safe" until the project could be un- 
dertaken by the county. 

Mayor Driskell informed the citi- 
zens that the city had $1,500 in the 
street fund and that the city would 
do what it could to "fix" the road. 

Councilman Ladon Smith was to 
immediately (Tuesday morning) get 
with the county engineer, Mark 


Pool, and coordinate the "temporary 
fix’ 

The group's last words were that 
they were not concerned with the 
‘peautification” of the road, but 
“safety” for those who have to travel 


Byrd Mill Road is located south 
of U.S. Highway 84E in New Brock- 
ton. It makes a loop from U.S. 84E 
in the vicinity of the Farm Center 
back to Highway 84E near the Jeho- 
viah's Wittness Kingdom Hall, The 
road has been the topic of conversa- 
tion in several previous New Brock- 
ton City Council meetings. 

Earlier, the city fathers address 
several other items of business on 
the meeting's agenda, 

The council agreed to once again 
use the Alabama League of Munici- 
palities as as the city's insurance car- 
rier, City Clerk Linda Dillow in- 
formed the council that this year's 


premium would be $19,283.00 and | 


could be made in four (4) monthly 
installments, 

Mrs. Dillow stated that all city de- 
partments would be covered under 
the plan and that the premium had

only increased between $63 and $83 

over last year’: 

In another matter, the council ex- 
cepted the bid of $5,172.22 from Je- 
rome Blackmon to enclose the stor- 
age area located on the southside of 
city hall. The city will purchase all 
the materials required to complete 
the job and Blackmon will provide 
the labor. The facility will be used to 
house city equipment. 

Other items of business included 
the following: 

***Voted to hold the next council 
meeting on Thursday, May 23rd, 
instead of Monday, May 2\st. 
The city's auditors will make their 
report to the council at this meet- 
ing. 

***Voted to apply for a Community 
Development Block Grant for 
housing renovation with in the 
city. The grant will be a cost 
share project with owners of 
homes qualifying under the provi- 
sions of the grant. 

***Instructed the city clerk that ad- 
vertisement for a street worker be 
placed in the local papers.

Hospital moves forward with enthusism

The Elba General Hospital 
changed management three months 
ago, with the City of Elba officially 
resuming operation of the facility 
from National Health Care which 
had operated the facility under a 
lease arrangemenm it for several 
years 

Next week is National Hospital 
Week. Administrator Ellen Peterson 
took this opportunity to reflect on 
the hospital and share with the local 
community some of the enthusiasm 
of the hospital staff 

Peterson pointed out in her inter 
view this week that the hospital is a 
non-profit facility and as such isn't 
designed to make a profit. “We do 
have to make enough money over 


operating expenses to pay for new 
and updated equipment.” she ex- 
plained. The administrator continued 
with, “State and federal agencies set 
guidelines on the level of care we 
must give to all patients and to do 
this we must often upgrade our 
equipment and facilities,” 

She was very upbeat over the pos- 
itive reaction of the local people 
since the change-over. Daily visits to 
the rooms of the hospital patients 
have shown Mrs. Peterson that the 
people of the Elba area appreciate 
the friendly, professional service 
they are receiving from the hospital 
Staff 

“The hospital and nursing home 
have managed to operate the first 
three months without outside finan 
cial help” said the administrator with 


a smile. She continued, "We have 
had to watch our spending, but have 
been able to purchase some needed 
lab equipment and still pay our 
monthly bills on time and meet the 
payroll”. 

Securing one or more additional 
doctors is a prime objective of the 
hospital authority and employees. 
Mrs. Peterson is optimistic that one 
or two of the three doctors presenuy 
being recruited will decide to prac- 
tice in Elha. 

“We have had three very quali- 
fied doctors visit Elba, meet with the 
two local doctors and tour the hospi- 
tal facilities”, is Peterson's report. 
While she admitted that none have 
signed agreements to move to Elba, 
she is confident at least one will do

AMOUNT OF MISSING FUNDS STILL UNKNOWN 


Ammons case bound over to grand jury

Last Wednesday evening, May 1, 
1991, the case involving Mrs. Mari- 
lyn B. Ammons and alleged missing 
county funds was bound over to a 
Coffee County grand jury. The next 
grand jury (Elba Division) is sched- 
uled to convene on May 20, 1991 in 
Elba. 

District Judge Tom Head in- 
formed members of the news media 
present in the courtroom last 
Wednesday that at the request of 
Mrs. Ammons’ attorney, Merrill 
Shirley, a preliminary hearing before 
him in District Court had been 
waived, 

Mrs. Ammons was arrested on 
October 25, 1991 and charged with 
theft of property in the first-degree 
when it was discovered that an unde- 
termined amount in county funds 
was missing. 

She had been employed several 
years as a clerk in the Coffee County 
Commission's office in Elba. 

State auditors were immediately 


called in last October and have been 


auditing all of the county's funds to 
determine the exact amount missing. 
The audit was completed at the end 
of April and a formal report is ex- 
pected in the very near future from 
the Alabama Department of Examin- 
ers of Public Accounts. 

In January of this year, the Coftee 
County Commission took civil ac- 
tion against Mrs. Ammons in an at- 
tempt to freeze her assets unul action 
could be taken in the criminal case 
now pending. 

The civil complaint lodged 
against Mrs. Ammons claimed that 
she owed the county an amount in 
excess of $125,000. 


Should Mrs. Ammons be indicted 
by the grand jury - tried and found 
guilty in the criminal circuit court - 
she could face up to 20 years impris- 
onment and a fine of up to $10,000. 

Mrs. Ammons is presently free on 
a $20,000 bond. 

Mrs. Ammons’ husband, Buddy 


Ammons who was Chief Deputy 
Sheriff with the Coffee County Sher- 
iffs Department, was terminated 
from the sheriff's department shortly 
after Mrs. Ammons’ arrest. No crimi- 
nal charges have not been filed 
against him in connection with the 
missing county funds.

We should remember 
that the law is the teaching of God.

It is not a burden that God impos- 
es upon us, but a gift that He gra- 
ciously presents to us. It is not a 
threat, but a promise. It docs not 
keep us from enjoying life, but 
makes known to us the way to a hap- 
py life. To live life at its best, we 
must open our minds and hearts to 
the teaching of the Lord. 

Most of us have a degree of sta- 

bility in our lives, We have family 
and friends we can count on most of 
the time. We probably do a good job 
and feel relatively secure in our 
work. We may not have all the mate- 
rial things in life we desire, but we 
are confident enough that we are 
able to handle almost anything that 
life has to offer. Almost! 
My friends, there is one thing upon 
which you can always depend- "The 
words of the Lord." The Psalmist 
said, "The words of the Lord are 
pure words: as silver tried in the 
fire..." (Psalm 12:4) Why not re- 
ceive God's love and the peace that 
comes through his word. Do it today 
and be in church somewhere this 
Sunday!

You cannot treat your own home 
properly for termites, It is quite an 
in-depth process that they go 
through to insure a home is properly 


Proper cooking is vitally impor- 
tant in ensuring food safety. If foods 


need to be thawed, do it the safe 
way. Although it is tempting, food 
should not be thawed on the kitchen 
counter, The safest method is to 
place frozen foods in the refrigera- 
tor, allowing sufficient time for 
thawing. 

Heat can destroy harmful bacte- 
ria. Poultry, for example, must be 
cooked to a 185-degree F. internal 
temperature to ensure safety. Serv- 
ing temperature is important, too. 
Hot foods should always be served 
hot (140 degrees F. or above) and 
cold foods cold (40 degrees F. or be- 
low).

If you do not treat for anything 
else, make sure that you treat for this

Another word of caution is talk 
over with the company treating your 
home and pin them down as to what 
they have done and what they are 
doing to make sure that you never 
have a termite problem. At the very 
least when they treat they should be 
using a full strength reputable chem- 
ical. One of the most common is 
Dursban TC, It is a safe chemical, 
but it will definitely control termites. 
The other thing is to pin the compa- 
ny down handling your contract as to 
what kind of inspection they will do 
for your home, You are paying for 
the service, and that is exactly what 
you need to get. If you are not get- 
ting it, then you need to change com- 
panies

Each had 
previously agreed to serve another 
term if asked. They were Reverend 
Chester- Hammonds, Eddie Kelley 
and Myrna Cowen. 

Appointed to the Planning & Zon- 
ing Board were Joeann King, replac- 
ing Doris Tayor who moved out of 
the city limits; Jerry McMillian, re- 
placing William Patton who asked 
not be be reappointed; and Wayne 
Suuley, replacing Robbie Curran, 
who also asked not to be reappoint 
ed. 

Mike McGuire was named to the 
Zoning Board of Adjustments, re 
placing James Bush who has moved 
out of the city limits. 

Mayor Fred Moore informed the 
council of progress acquiring title to 
the school property. He said the Elba 
school board and the State Depart 
ment of Education ready to 
proceed whenever the city was 
ready.

After-a discussion on the pros and 
cons of owning the property, the 
council voted to send a resolution to 
school officials requesung owner- 
ship of the property. Council mem- 
bers felt their ownership would 


speed up finding occupants for the 
facilities 

Moore discussed with the council 
a letter from the City of Troy con 
cerning their possible purchase of a 
used tire shredder. Troy was asking 
if Elba would be interested in utiliz 
ing this equipment. 

The council approved the sug- 
gested resolution indicating interest 
but no firm commitment. 

The long delayed storm drain pro- 
ject that funneled into the bay area 


between the football ficld and old 
middle school is again moving, 
Moore said. 

The project is being modified, 


omitting the work in the old school 
area and moving the materials fur- 
ther back up into the residential are- 
as plus including some street paving 
work 

A request for additional funds is 
expected to, be approved within the 
next couple of weeks. This will al- 
low money to be allotted to let bids 
on installing the drain pipes through- 
out the project area, rather than hav- 
ing the city crews do the work. 

Agreements have been made that 
the City of Elba will install the curb- 
ing on all streets and will lay the 
pipe in one area. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey re- 
ported the police have responded to 
267 complaints, including ten traffic 
accidents. There have been 36 traffic 
citations issued, including eight for 
DUI. 

During the same period there 
were 20 criminal arrest. Also 87 old 
vehicles have been tagged. Of those 
31 were moved by their owners, 11 
moved by court order and eight 
towed away.

The Elba City School Board gave 
official approval to a resolution re- 
verting title to the old downtown 
school property to the City of Elba.

County looks at way to save energy

In Monday's Coffee 
Commission meeting, commission- 
ers heard a presentauon by Jim 
Ormes of Honeywell on an energy 
management system. 

The system Mr. Ormes proposed 
to the commission is designated for 
use in county facilities located in 
Elba - the courthouse, Enterprise 
the courthouse, and in New Brock- 
ton - Farm Center complex. 

As a preface to his presentation, 
he informed commissioners that this 
system was in use in several Ala- 
bama counties. Autauga, Blount, 
Chilton, Marengo, Montgomery, 
Barbour, and Dale counties all have 
energy mgnagement systems  in- 
stalled in county facilities 

Ormes related to the commission 
the results of his study and made 
proposal to the governing body. H 
Stated that the annual utility 
bills for the three locations totalled 
$73,000 and he proposed to the com- 
mission that an annual savings ol an 
estimated $14,500 could be realized 
by installing a computerized energy 
management system 

Mr. Ormes stated that his compa- 
ny would give the county a writen 
guaranteed amount by which the 
county could cut its annual utility 
bills on the three facilities. That 
amount is $11,200; however, the 
cost of installing the sysiem is ap 
proximately $11,200 

“The real savings is in equipment 
life,” said Ormes. “It's a risk 
business opportunity.’ 

The system consists of installing 
4 micro processor panel in facilities 
at each of the three locations which 
monitors the operation of the utility 
services provided to cach of the 
buildings. The is monitored 
by Honeywell in Atlanta, Georgia 
Via OL phone titles 

Simply put, the sysiem turns on 
the lights, heating and cooling when 
they are required and turns each of 
them off when they are not required.
